he Fellig’s associates call him “Ouija” because he often gets a feeling that something 
is going to happen and then something does happen. The Fellig reputation for being 
a Ouija is based largely on the fact that early in the morning of Sept. 3, 1925 he had a 
premonition, Shortly the dirigible Shenandoah was wrecked. Mr. Fellig has another, 
more useful reputation: New York newspaper editors know him as the photographer 
who is first on the scene of a crime or accident more often than any other news camera- 
man. This reputation is Mr. Fellig’s source of livelihood. A free-lance news photographer 
who sells his pictures to newspapers and picture agencies, he has his best. sales when 
he gets scoops. He lives across the street from Manhattan police headquarters, sleeps 
in his clothes, is ready night or day to dash out and take pictures. Newspaper staffs 
are small at night so editors are glad to have Fellig around to cover stories. Fellig left 
school 28 years ago, when he was 14, to work for a commercial photographer and has 
been in photography since. His work is his whole life. When he wants to relax from 
taking pictures of cops and robbers, he goes to a G-Man movie. A swarthy, pleasant, 
uncultured man, he loves his work and even likes the people he photographs. He thinks 
very nice people” because they rarely give a cameraman trouble.

No Broken Bones 
Sire: 

‘The pictures of the pythons in 
this week's issue (March 22) aro 
fine. Regarding the very com- 
mon belief that these big snakes 
squeeze thelr prey with such 
power that they break the bones 
of the victim, this is not true. 
‘Only enough power Is used to pre- 
vent the victim from breathing, 
and death of course comes quickly. 

A few years ago Doctor Dit- 
mars of the New Yor Zoological 
Park tied a rope to a pig, which 
‘was then fed to a python. After 
the snake had coiled about the 
pig, killed it, and swallowed it, 
Doctor Ditmars pulled the rope 
and recovered the pig. Examina- 
tion showed that no bones had 
been broken. 

Having worked with reptiles 
for a number of years and watched 
the big ones feeding, sometimes 
force feeding them, I have never 
known one to use enough pressure 
in constricting its prey, to break 
bones. It is certain that if the 
bones were broken, they would 
penetrate through the skin as the 
prey was engulfed, and if this 
happened, it would prevent the 
‘snake from swallowing the prey.

Sic of the most famous anthropologists in the 
world gathered in Philadelphia on March 17-20 to 
attend an international symposium on early man, 
Of main interest to most of them was the J 
anthropologist Father Teilhard de Chardin (see page 
who brought with him a model of the skull of 
an ancient man dug up in a Chinese cave last year. 
Shown above is the skull of another ancient Chinese, 
the Peking Man, dug up in the same cave in 19 
Although palaeoanthropologists argue endlessly over 
the years of man, predominant opinion is that the 
Peking Man lived approximately a million years ago 
and is the oldest human of whom any substantial 
record has been found. ‘The discovery of the Peking 
skulls was prompted by a German named Schlosser 
who recognized in a package of Chinese fossil bones, 
romantically labeled “dragon’s bones,” the tooth of 


an unknown species of human or anthropoid ape 
3, he declared that Chinese fossil deposits 
yield remains of distant man. In 1929 the 
skull above was found in a cave near Chou Kou Tien, 
87 miles southwest of Peking. It is the head of a 
young adult who probably looked like the creature 
at left. He had a long skull, thick bone ridges over 
eyes, a receding forehead, practically no chin. His 
ancestors had migrated from South China where, 
sons before, the earth had been shaken by great 
upheavals which had reared the Himalayas on India’s 
broad plains. Closer to the ape than any known 
man, Peking Man is a sort of missing link. His 
ancestors branched off from the line that produced 
anthropoid apes some 15,000,000 years before he was 
born. He could build fire, make tools. On the follow- 
ing pages are shown some younger primitive humans.

.. FROM GERMANY AND GIBRALTAR TO GET FACTS FOR THEIR LONG HISTORY 


THE HEIDELBERG MAN OF GERMANY 


T. Heidelberg Man is probably also 500,000 years old, He 
actually exists only as the large jaw (below) from which the skull 
below it has been built by Prof. McGregor. ‘This jaw was found by 
a German professor named Schoetensack who visited a sand pit 
near Heidelberg almost daily for 20 years and was finally magni 
cently rewarded for his patience in 1907. ‘The Heidelberg Man's 
jaw is far larger than that of any other early human now known 
but his teeth closely resemble modern man’s, He looked some- 
thing like the hairy, squatting figure at the bottom of this column, 
who is not Heidelberg Man but a similar and later type called 
Chellean which died out just as an ice age was bringing Arcticmam- 
moths and fur-bearing animals to southern Europe for warmth. 


THE NEANDERTHAL MAN OF EUROPE 


Neandertnt Man, who probably descended from Heidelberg 
fan, began to roam over Europe 200,000 years ago. The first 
known Neanderthal skull, which is the one shown below, was 
found in Gibraltar in 1848 but Neanderthal Man gets his name 
from the Neander Valley in Germany where, a skull was 
found and eventually was recognized as that of a primitive man, 
Neanderthal Man has the same long low brain case, receding 
forehead, thick ridges over eyes and projecting face that charac- 
terize previous humans. He is closer to modern man in that he 
has the beginnings of a real chin, a more depressed nose root. His 
brain was as large as a modern brain but far less developed. He 
spoke little and thought less, ‘Turn the page and see how he lived. 


30,000 YEARS FROM 
NEANDERTHAL TO NEOLITHIC 


* (continued) 


Neandertna Man lived during the third and fourth 
divisions of the Ice Age in which great glaciers came 
down from the north to cover half of Europe. His 
predecessors had lived about the time of the second 
divisions of the Ice Age. By the time the last glacier 
was retreating north, Neanderthal Man had died 
out. He left behind no known human descendants. 
Like his predecessors, he was an evolutionary blind 
alley. His exit from the world was hastened by Cro- 
‘Magnon Man who cameout of Asia some 40,000 years 
ago to usurp Neanderthal’s place. Cro-Magnon 
Man is possibly an ancestor and certainly a fairly 
close relative of modern man, His forchead was 
far higher, his chin far more pronounced, his intelli- 
gence far greater than Neanderthal’s, Cro-Magnon 
Man lived late in the Palaeolithic or Old Stone Age. 
When the Neolithic or New Stone Age came in, roughly 
about 10,000 , c., man was very much like modern 
man, ‘The pictures on this page are photographs of 
the skilful dioramas in the Field Museum, Chicago.

On March 29, Justice Roberts had an historic change of 
d which caused the Court to reverse itself on the constitutionality of 
minimum-wage laws for women, 

‘The first minimum-wage law which the Court invalidated was that of 
the District of Columbia in 1923. It threw out a similar Arizona | 
kansas law in 1927 and a New York law last June. The di 
the New York case was 5~4, Justice Roberts siding with the conservativ 
‘The latest case to reach the Court was brought by the chambermaid in 
the picture above, who sued the Cascadian Hotel of Wenatchee, Wash. for 
$216 wages due her under the minimum-wage law of the State of Wash- 
ington. Justice Roberts had his change of mind and the law was upheld, 5-4. 

At one time or another 15 States have passed minimum-wage laws for 
women or children or both.

planned to pass their laws anew or consider them automatically revived. Associate Justice Roberts reversed his own position on minimum-wage laws and therefore 
that of the Supreme Court.

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QUEZON, PHILIPPINE STRONG MAN, 
WANTS QUICKER INDEPENDENCE 


Hen among strong men of the Far East stands Manuel Luis 
Quezon, President of the Philippine Commonwealth, whom you 
see in his nattiest attire at right. Friends call handsome, high- 
strung “Don Manuel” the islands’ greatest benefactor and 
statesman. Enemies call him the virtual dictator over 14,000,000 
Filipinos, accuse him of controlling a puppet legislature to 
exalt his favorites, suppress his opposition. But all agree that 
he is one of the most colorful personalities of the Pacific: a gay. 
wiry little man who loves whiskey, poker and dancing. Today, 
at 58, having fought off tuberculosis and a score of other mala- 
dies, he is powerful and rich. 

Quezon was born a poor boy on the east coast of Luzon, 
largest of 7,083 Philippine islands. From major among Filipino 
rebels, he rose in 35 years to become the first president of the 
world’s newest republic. But since that day in November 1935 
when the Philippine Commonwealth was born, economic condi- 
tions on the islands have become intolerable. Unrest and upris- 
ings followed. Hence wily little Quezon is in Washington today. 
Hence, too, his about-face in asking that complete indepen- 
dence, guaranteed for 1946, be granted in 1938 or 1939. A year 
ago he declared himself content with the independence act as 
it now stands, knowing well that U. S. tariffs on Philippine 
sugar are to rise from 5% in 1940 to 25% in 1946. He knew too 
that only by shipping sugar to the U. S. could Filipinos prosper. 
Wise politicos see in this newest of Quezon moves a policy of 
economic dickering. At the last session of his Assembly, the 
President was voted the right to raise or lower tariffs on goods 
shipped into island ports. Quezon fears that the U. S., with 
powers still granted by the Tydings-McDutflie Act, will veto 
this right. Once completely severed from the U. S., however, 
he may then threaten to lower tariffs on rival Japanese goods: 
with this threat force lower U.S. tariffs on Philippine sugar.

Gerta Ries-Wiener, the model shown herewith, was 
a teacher at the Mensendieck School when the book 
was published. Because Comstockery prevented 
American publishers from issuing books containing 
illustrations of unclothed bodies which, according 
to Dr. Mensendieck, “were obviously indispensable 
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for the elucidation of my work,” Dr. Mensendieck 
long published her books exclusively abroad. Men- 
sendieck pupils are taught stark naked between 
two mirrors, without even the abbreviated costume 
shown in these pictures. 

Preaching the conception of the body as an archi- 
tectural structure, Dr. Mensendieck teaches the 
development of those everyday workaday muscles 
which should be brought into play by the simplest 
movements of daily life, rather than those used for 
bravura movements required in athletics.

WAR BOOM HITS THE GRAINS 


Wren business is good on the Chicago Board of Trade 
the various grain pits look like big, boiling saucers 
full of traders. This spring, business is good and the 
saucers are boiling at the merriest rate in a decade. 
On March 31, wheat was selling at its best price since 
1929, corn at its best since 1925. May wheat futures 
hit $1.4434, more than three times the depression low. 
May corn hit $1.2234, five times its low. 
Speculators called the upsurge a “war boom.” For 
months the countries of Europe have been quietly laying 
up stores of grain against the next war. England has 
announced her intention of keeping a year's stock of 
wheat on hand. Germany and Italy are buying heavily. 
‘The other side of the boom is a shortage in world 
supply. In America the huge wheat carry-overs of the 
1920's have been wiped out by crop restriction and four 
years of drought. Meanwhile in the other great export- 
ing countries—Canada, Australia and the Argentine— 
crops have fallen below expectations. Even with a good 
crop in America this year, wheat will be a seller’s market 
and speculators will dream of a previous war boom in 
1917 when wheat hit an all-time high of $3.25 a bushel.

Tre world’s most attractive public school report was issued March 31 
by New York’s Board of Education under the title of All The Childr 
It consists mostly of 94 merry, sad and wistful photographs depicting 
the classroom life of the city’s children in the Fortune manner. Above 
you see the most appealing of them, with the report's own caption. Like 
nearly all the others, it was taken by Ambrose J. Hickey, the Board’s 
staff photographer. New York has the largest school system in the world. 
Its 36,000 teachers teach 1,250,000 pupils everything from reading and 
writing to aviation and beauty culture. ‘The bill to New York's tax 
payers is $142,000,000 a year. Chief problem in this vast school system 
is overcrowding. In a frank summary of its needs, the Board asks for 
846 more high-school teachers, at an additional cost of $1,200,000, To 
relieve overcrowding further, the Board is spending $56,000,000 on 14 
new schools under construction, 22 others being planned. Freshest part 
of All The Children is a chapter called “Out of School Windows.” In 
keeping with modern sociological trends, the Board emphasizes those 
adverse effects of unfavorable environment which schools cannot easily 
overcome. With 90,000 free meals a day and friendly classrooms, the 
school system attempts to rectify environmental handicaps to under- 
privileged pupils. For similar reasons the Board is moving from Manhat- 
tan to Brooklyn, where a third of the city’ 


y’s 800 schools are located.
